Personal Perspective

The other day Beech Prince was 
hunting with the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds. 

That, in itself, isn't uncommon, as 1 
had the pleasure of hunting hounds off 
him for five seasons. This time, 
though, he was being hunted by Jason 
Griswold, Jay Griswold's 15-year-old 
son. 

Seeing Beechy at the meet started 
me thinking what an exceptional horse 
he has been, and how much pleasure 
he has given to so many people. Any¬ 
one who followed the Maryland Hunt 
Cup in the early 1980s ('80, '82, '83, '84 
and '85 to be precise) would know him 
as a true Hunt Cup horse, with as admi¬ 
rable a record over that course as any 
horse ever to run and never win. 

To anyone who hunted with Green 
Spring from '85 to '90, he is known as a 
horse who loves hounds and hunting, 
as well as running and jumping, as 
much as any horse ever to follow 
hounds. There are only a few horses 
who can make that adjustment, and 
fewer still who can make it so well. He 
is truly an exceptional animal. 

The best horse Jack (Jay) Griswold 
has ever owned. Beech Prince was pur¬ 
chased by Griswold sight unseen, upon 
the advice of Dougie Small and his for¬ 
mer wife Susan. He was claimed for 
$5,000 as a 4-year-old in 1974 at Penn 
National. By then he was a battlewise 
veteran, but he'd never taken a lame 
step. A son of ’^Beechpark (who also 
sired Mr. J. Fife Symington's Coney Is¬ 
land, whom Jay had ridden in the Hunt 
Cup), Beech Prince is out of the Alaking 
mare Bay Queen. 

Back at the Smalls' stable, Beechy 
was schooled over a course in the 
woods. He had never seen a fence be¬ 
fore, but he took to jumping like a duck 
to water. Jay came over to ride him a few 
days later, and agreed the horse was a 
natural. 

Beech Prince made his first start 
over hurdles at Delaware Park in 1976,

finishing third. He came right back to 
win, then ran respectably a few times 
without doing anything spectacular. 
He launched his timber career in the 
fall of 1978, and a year or so later began 
to shine under the tutelage of Mikey 
Smith wick. 

Although he had a few victories, in¬ 
cluding several at Elkridge-Harford 
point-to-points, in Jay's observation the 
only race Beechy ever really liked was 
the Hunt Cup. Beechy never enjoyed 
the fences until they became a chal¬ 
lenge in their own right. Jumping with 
speed wasn't his thrill. It was jumping 
big that excited him. To quote Jay: "He 
would run all right in the National 
(American Grand National), but never 
liked to go that fast; however, he was a 
brilliant jumper." Beechy would only 
be asked to run a couple of times as 
schools before the Hunt Cup; he was 
always pointed strictly for the big race. 

His Hunt Cup career began in 1980, 
when he went up against Cancottage 
and Joy Slater, along with four others. 
Of all the riders. Jay was the only one 
with previous experience over the 
course. Beechy pulled ahead of Cancot¬ 
tage after the third, giving it up over the 
tenth, but regaining the advantage by 
the 11th, and opening up to a 15-length 
lead by the 16th. By the 20th, Cancot¬ 
tage had pulled alongside, and they 
jumped it as a pair. They jockeyed back 
and forth until the last of the stretch, 
where Joy and Cancottage pulled 
ahead to win. 

Due to some problems, Beechy 
missed the 1981 Hunt Cup, which Can¬ 
cottage also won. But he was back again 
the following year to play a role in one 
of the most spectacular Hunt Cups of 
all time. Seven horses went to the post. 
Beechy and Jay stayed with the pack 
until the seventh fence, where they 
took the lead and kept it until the 19th. 
There, another perennial competitor, 
Appolinax, caught up. Beechy and Ap- 


polinax went head and head until the 
last, when Appolinax gained a slight 
advantage, only to have Beechy regain 
the lead in the stretch. At that point 
Tong, with Turney McKnight aboard, 
came virtually out of nowhere to defeat 
Beechy by a nostril at the wire, with 
Appolinax a half-length farther back. 

The team of Beechy and Jay was back 
in '83 to face the formidable combina¬ 
tion of Cancottage and Charlie Fen¬ 
wick, along with five others. Jumping 
superbly, Beechy took the lead from the 
start and stayed there until the last part 
of the race. Again, the pressure was on 
at the last fence, and speed in the 
stretch told the tale. Beechy finished 
third behind Cancottage and Sam Son 
of a Gun. 

Then, in 1984, came yet another 
classic, with the main contenders being 
Appolinax, Beech Prince and Tong. 
(The latter of whom fell at the fifth and 
ran loose down Tufton Avenue to Inter¬ 
state 83 before finally being stopped at 
Padonia Road—a distance of perhaps 
ten miles). A total of eight started. The 
field was busy sorting itself out, with 
Beechy coming out on top over the 
13th, followed closely by "newcomer" 
Bewley's Hill, then Appolinax and Sam 
Son of a Gun. By the 16th, it was a 
three-horse race, and it stayed that way 
until the last, when Bewley's Hill got 
the better of Appolinax by a length, and 
Beechy by two. 

Beechy faced the challenging Hunt 
Cup course for the last time in '85, un¬ 
der anything but ideal conditions. The 
ground was rock hard—not to his lik¬ 
ing. He was 15 years old, and compet¬ 
ing against as good a field as had ever 
gone around the course. Cancottage 
was back, along with Bewley's Hill and 
Appolinax. The four veterans promised 
an exciting race, but there were also 
five others who were in it for the first 
time. 

This was the only one of Beechy's 
Hunt Cups in which he didn't lead at

any time. As Jay said: "He never 
jumped brilliantly and was very cau¬ 
tious." This time he finished well back, 
behind Our Steeplejack, Bewley's Hill 
and Cancottage. Five tries, 110 Hunt 
Cup fences and four close finishes are 
still an amazing record! 

As luck would have it, 1 saw Jay the 
day after this last race and said some¬ 
thing to the effect that maybe he should 
think about letting me use Beechy to 
hunt hounds off of. Beechy enjoyed be¬ 
ing in the front, was certainly bold, and 
seemed to enjoy hounds. 1 didn't really 
think Jay would take me seriously, how¬ 
ever. 

About a month later. Jay called and 
said if I would like to use the horse I was 
welcome to him. I went over the next 
day, leaving Jay no time to change his 
mind, and rode Beechy home. On that 
first trip we took together, I imme¬ 
diately became aware that if I could see 
a jump, he could see it too: his ears 
would prick, his attention would be riv¬ 
eted on that jump. That trait stayed 
with him as long as I had him, and will 
remain. I'm sure, for the rest of his life. 


In the five years I had the pleasure of 
hunting Beechy, we covered a lot of 
miles, jumped a lot of fences and 
chased a lot of foxes. I've been very 
lucky in the horses I've had to hunt, but 
Beechy was special in every way. He 
was my Opening Meet, Saturday and 
Joint Meet horse. 

When I first got him, I had my 
doubts as to whether he would take to 
hounds all around him. But he loved 
them almost as much as I do. Countless 
times, he saved me over fences we had 
little business jumping. I probably 
could count the number of times he put 
me on my head for trying to tell him 
how to jump—^but I'd rather not. I soon 
learned to do it his way! He was more 
intelligent than a lot of people, and he 
insisted on doing it his way or not at all. 

Suffice it to say he gave me five years 
of wonderful memories and now, in 
"retirement," I only hope he will do the 
same for young Jason. 

Andrew Barclay is now in his tenth sea¬ 
son as huntsman for the Green Spring Val¬ 
ley Hounds. He served as whipper-in for the 
club for seven seasons before becoming 
huntsman. □

When Lord Gaylord first went to stud in 1975, 
he was equipped mostly with an attractive “sire” 
pedigree, having raced only six times before 
being retired. 

Now, sixteen years later, he has earned his way 
onto any list of the Mid-Atlantic region’s top sires, 
and has gained prominence far beyond the area. His 
first big hitter was Lord Avie, champion North 
American two-year-old male of 1980 and earner of 
$705,977, with wins in such prestige events as the 
Florida Derby and Champagne Stakes Grade I. 

That was only the beginning. He has sired 27 
stakes winners, 47 black-type earners and winners 
of over $10.1 -million. Over 80% of his progeny get 
to the races, and more than three-fourths of those 
visit the winner’s circle. There are few stallions 
anywhere with better numbers, and the story 
gets better. 

His average starter earns over $45,000. In 
addition to Lord Avie (who’s becoming a fine 
stallion himself), other good Lord Gaylords include 
the classy mare Lady Dean, winner of $361,328,1

the best of his generation, I Rejoice, winner of the 
Grade III Kelso Handicap in New York and earner 
of $495,656, Notches Trace, who won or placed in 
24 of 38 career starts which included multiple 
stakes wins and $360,562 in earnings, and the crack 
miler Harriman, winner of six stakes and $366,835. 

A son of leading sire Sir Gaylord out of a blue- 
hen female family. Lord Gaylord long ago certified 
his place among the best sires of his day. 

His tradition continues.

Northern Raja only made one start (he finished 
third) before suffering a career-ending injury, but 
his pedigree was of such quality that he earned a 
chance at stud. 

For starters, he is by Raja Baba, a regally bred 
son of the great racehorse and sire Bold Ruler 
(eight-time leading North American sire), who was 
himself a go(xi racehorse and even better sire. Raja 
Baba led the North American general sire list in 
1980, and was consistently among the top stallions 
of the 1980s. Raja Baba has more than 40 sons at 
stud, including the successful young sire Well 
Decorated, and promises to be a sire of sires as well 
as a top bro(ximare sire. 

Northern Raja’s female family matches that of 
his male side, his dam being the classy Northern 
Dancer filly North of Venus, a multiple stakes 
winner and stakes producer who comes from a 
family of black-type specialists. 

With that pedigree background, it’s no surprise 
that Northern Raja, with only six relatively small 
crops of racing age has amply demonstrated his 
ability to get horses who bring home the bacon. 
Three-fourths of his starters are winners, among 
them Amy Be Good, winner of $263,688 with wins 
in the $2()0,(X)0 Barbara Fritchie GUI at Laurel and 
second in the $1(X),(XX) Bed O’ Roses GII at 
Aqueduct; plus Ringing, winner of the Ryland 
Group Maryland Turf Stakes and $159,100 in career 
earnings, and Seventh Venus, winner of theSuebee 
Handicap and the Bryan Field Stakes. Northern 
Raja, with only limited opportunity, has sired the 
winners of more than $1,230,000, with average 
earnings per starter of over $26,000. The Northern 
Rajas pay the bills, and sometimes much more.

Safely Kept shines in 














star-crossed Breeders' Cup 



By Lucy Acton 

People tell me I sometimes see the world through rose- 
colored glasses. That day, I had rose-colored binoculars/' 
remarks Jo Ann Hayden, the Baltimore County elementary 
school teacher who bred 1990 Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl win¬ 
ner Safely Kept with her husband, advertising agency owner 
David Hayden. 

Their attention totally focused on Safely Kept, the Hay¬ 
dens didn't find out about the other, sad part of the race until 
more than an hour later. "1 didn't even see Dayjur jump," 
says Jo Ann. "1 thought the bobbing up and down was my 
hands trembling with excitement." 

First, the exhilaration. Maryland's own Safely Kept, 
the only filly against a field of 13 colts, springs first 
from the gate in the first event of the 1990 Breeders' 
Cup, and holds on to win it by a neck when her only 
serious challenger jumps shadows in the final strides. 

Then, the pain. Two horses left dead and dying on 
the race track after Safely Kept's Sprint victory—their 
fate soon overshadowed by one of the worst disasters 
in racing history: Go for Wand's breakdown in the Dis- 
taff-Gl. 

The Breeders' Cup was a day of unforgettable, in¬ 
comparable highs and lows. A day when a trainer 
whose horse had just won a $1,000,000 race stood in 

Champions Dayjur (striped cap) and Safely Kept (rail) 
joined battle at the top of the lane, the latter holding on to 
score when Dayjur jumped shadows. Joining her 
after the Sprint are breeders Jo Ann and David Hayden. 
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the winner's circle and cried tears of grief. A gloriously 
sunny October 27 afternoon at Belmont Park, when 
50,000 people walked around under a dark, heavy 
cloud. 

After all was said and done, it was also a day of 
outstanding achievement for some Mid-Atlantic- 
breds. 

Safely Kept became the first Maryland-bred ever to 
win a Breeders' Cup race when she captured the Sprint 
over Dayjur. She also established herself, beyond 
question, as one of the top performers in the seven- 
year history of the Breeders' Cup. 

If anyone could have predicted the way things 
would turn out, it wouldn't have been Safely Kept's 
Maryland connections. The Haydens rode up to New 
York on the train, hoping to see Safely Kept finish 
third. "I figured she had her work cut out for her," says 
David. 

Others tended to ignore her completely. In 1989, at 
Gulfstream Park, Safely Kept capped off a near-perfect 
season (eight starts, eight stakes victories), when she 
was barely edged out by Dancing Spree in the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Sprint. 

Her 1990 campaign leading up to the Breeders' Cup 
was also outstanding (six stakes wins, four of them 


graded, pushing her lifetime earnings to over $1 mil¬ 
lion). But this time there were two troubling losses to 
atone for. Namely, the Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash (at Pimlico on August 18), in which Safely Kept 
was fourth, more than six lengths behind the winner. 
Northern Wolf; and her most recent outing, Belmont 
Park's Boojum Handicap-G3 on October 14, when she 
weakened to finish fourth behind Carson City, Mr. 
Nickerson and Once Wild. 

Only rarely has Safely Kept been asked to run 
against males. And her three lone defeats over the last 
two seasons came when she tried. 

In last year's Sprint, Safely Kept did more than face 
colts. The favorite. Sheikh Hamdan al Maktoum's Day¬ 
jur, was billed as "the fastest horse in Europe." Dayjur, 
who went on to be named horse of the year in England, 
headed a lineup that also included Safely Kept's neme¬ 
sis, Dancing Spree, and her recent rivals Mr. Nicker¬ 
son and Carson City, both of whom had sprinted to 
victory in graded stakes at Belmont last season. 

New York's betting public made Safely Kept its fifth 
choice, at odds of 12.20-1. Within the private confines 
of the press box, she got even less respect. Of 84 "ex¬ 
pert" handicappers who participated in a pool that in- 


Tragedy strikes Go for Wand 


"She fought to the end," in the words of her 
trainer Bill Badgett. 

Go for Wand—"Wanda" to her many friends— 
was expected to be the heroine of the Breeders' 
Cup. Instead, she became its tragic heroine. 

Mrs. Jane duPont Lunger's Christiana Stables 
homebred was engaged in a furious duel with 
champion Bayakoa (Arg) in the Distaff when her 
right ankle gave way 110 yards in front of the 
finish line. She was humanely destroyed on the 
race track. 

A strong candidate for horse of the year honors 
going into the Breeders' Cup, 3-year-old Go for 
Wand, a Pennsylvania-bred, won seven of her 
eight other starts in 1990, her only defeat coming 
when she finished second, in the mud, to Sea¬ 
side Attraction in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 

In her most brilliant performance of the sea¬ 
son, Go for Wand was ridden out to a seven- 
length victory over Charon in the Alabama 
Stakes-Gl. She won five other Grade 1 stakes in 
1990: the Beldame, Maskette, Test, Mother Goose 
and Ashland, at distances ranging from seven 


furlongs to a mile and an eighth, under varying 
track conditions. 

Foaled at Russell Jones's Walnut Green farm in 
Kennett Square, Go for Wand was a daughter of 
the former Windfields stallion Deputy Minister. 
Voted the champion 2-year-old filly in the coun¬ 
try following her victory in the 1989 Breeders' 
Cup Juvenile, she was the latest, and best, of 
many outstanding horses campaigned by Mrs. 
Lunger, whose involvement with Go for Wand's 
family goes back 30 years. 

Mrs. Lunger, who lives in Wilmington, Del., 
and her late husband Harry Lunger bought Go 
for Wand's maternal grandsire Cyane at Saratoga 
in 1960, for $34,000. Trained by Marylander Hen¬ 
ry S. Clark, the son of ’’^Turn-to won the 1960 
Futurity Stakes and 1961 Dwyer Handicap, earn¬ 
ing $176,367. 

The first auction yearling by Cyane, who had a 
long stud career in Maryland and Virginia, was a 
1965 filly, Obeah. Mr. Lunger spent $15,000 to 
purchase Obeah at Saratoga—much to the dis¬ 
may of his trainer. "Henry was upset because he 
hadn't had a chance to look at her first," recalled 
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eluded all seven Breeders' Cup races, only three picked 
Safely Kept. None of them was a local person. 

"Actually," reports David, "she was much better 
regarded in England than she was over here. They 
made her one of their top bets of the day; she was 4-1, 
and a straight exacta over there paid $28." (Safely 
Kept's backers were rewarded with a $26.40 payoff at 
Belmont; the exacta was worth $181.40). 

Dayjur, who was going for his sixth consecutive vic¬ 
tory, had never raced outside of England or France. 
More to the point, the 3-year-old son of Danzig, victo¬ 
rious in the Prix de I'Abbaye de Longchamp-Gl in his 
last appearance, on October 7, had never been tested 
on the dirt. 

His brilliance was never in doubt. Rushing up to 
challenge Safely Kept midway around the turn, Dayjur 
went neck and neck with the filly for 42 lengths 
through the stretch. His head was in front when a 
shadow extending onto the race track some 40 yards in 
front of the wire interrupted his concentration, ever so 
briefly. Dayjur leapt it, ever so quickly—more like a 
bobble, to the naked eye. Safely Kept, under jockey 
Craig Ferret, forged ahead, while Dayjur—amaz¬ 
ingly—went through his antic a second time. 


Some people, most notably Safely Kept's trainer 
Alan Goldberg, believed she might have won it any¬ 
way. "She was coming on, she would have passed 
him," says Goldberg. 

But Safely Kept's jockey Craig Ferret put it in per¬ 
spective: "He made a mistake, and we didn't." 

It was four lengths back to the third finisher. Black 
Tie Affair (Ire). And many more to the hapless non¬ 
finishers Mr. Nickerson and Shaker Knit, who fell be¬ 
fore reaching the turn. An autopsy would later indicate 
that Mr. Nickerson, owned by Robert H.A. Nixon, of 
Rosemont (Pa.) and trained by New Jersey-based Mark 
Reid, was felled by an acute pulmonary hemorrhage. 
Shaker Knit suffered fatal injuries as a result of the 
spill. 

Shaker Knit, a 5-year-old son of Blushing Groom 
(Fr), had been scheduled to enter stud in Maryland in 
1991. "The deal was set. That was supposed to be his 
last race," reports James M. Casey, who planned to 
stand the horse on a leased portion of Alan S. Kline's 
Honey Acres Farm, in Boyds. 

Safely Kept went to Roselin Farm, near Ocala, Fla., 
for a rest after the Breeders' Cup. But barring misfor¬ 
tune she'll be back in training in February or March, 
says Safely Kept's co-owner Barry L. Weisbord. 


Mrs. Lunger. "But Mr. Lunger was determined; 
he said we had to support our stallion." 

Making the best of the situation, Mr. Clark 
saddled Obeah to win five major stakes, includ¬ 
ing the Delaware Handicap twice. Now a pen¬ 
sioner, Obeah produced three other stakes win¬ 
ners—Dance Spell, Discorama and Black 
Powder—before foaling Go for Wand. Obeah is 


also the dam of the successful young Maryland- 
based stallion Carnivalay (by Northern Dancer). 

Go for Wand, who earned $1,373,338 in 13 ca¬ 
reer starts, was the second leading Pennsylvania- 
bred money earner, next to Yankee Affair. 

She is buried at Saratoga, near the infield flag¬ 
pole, facing the winner's circle, in memory of last 
summer's Alabama and Test Stakes triumphs.

Safely Kept was the only Mid-Atlantic-bred 
winner, but three of the runners-up on Breeders' 
Cup day were foaled in this region. 

Mid-Atlantic-breds also achieved an excellent 
ratio: Out of a total of ten starters, five finished 
among the top three in their respective races, and 
six were among the top four. 

Colonial Waters, a 6-year-old daughter of 
Pleasant Colony bred in Virginia by Thomas Mel¬ 
lon Evans, inherited a second in the Distaff after 
Go for Wand's accident. But the mare who races 
for owner Carl Icahn ran a strong race of her own, 
as did the third-place finisher, Maryland-bred 
Valay Maid. 

Colonial Waters campaigned for Evans, under 
the tutelage of Monkton (Md.) native Ross 
Pearce, before being purchased privately by 
Icahn last winter. She was second to Go for Wand 
in the Beldame-Gl three weeks before the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup. 

Only two 3-year-old fillies participated in the 
1990 Breeders' Cup program: Go for Wand, a 
half-sister to the Northern Dancer stallion Carni- 
valay, who stands at Country Life Farm near Bel 
Air, and Carnivalay's daughter Valay Maid. 

A 55-1 longshot in the Distaff, Valay Maid is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. Wright, of 
Hampstead (Md.), and trained by Carlos A. Gar¬ 
cia. She was bred by the Wrights' former farm 
manager Joe Hamilton and his wife Betty. "We 
accomplished what we wanted," said Garcia, af- 
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Rick Buckley (2) 










ter the Breeders' Cup. "We went up there hoping 
to finish third or fourth." 

Garda also shared in Safely Kept's glory. He 
was the trainer responsible for developing her as 
a 2-year-old. Safely Kept was under Garda's care 
when she won the 1988 Playpen Stakes in spec¬ 
tacular style, prompting her purchase by Barry 
Weisbord. She remained in Garcia's barn at Lau¬ 
rel through the end of that season, adding a victo¬ 
ry in the Smart Angle Stakes. 

The Mid-Atlantic region gets credit for the 
runners-up in both 1990 Breeders' Cup 2-year- 
old events. 

Private Treasure, who set a new stakes record 
in winning Keeneland's Alcibiades Stakes just 16 
days earlier, rallied to second behind the unbeat¬ 
able Meadow Star in the Juvenile Fillies. Private 
Treasure (by Explodent) is trained by longtime 
New Jersey conditioner Joseph H. Pierce Jr., 
whose father bred her in partnership with Lin- 
Drake Farm. Foaled in New Jersey, Private Trea¬ 
sure races for Pastime Stable, a partnership con¬ 
sisting of G. Watts Humphrey Jr., Henry C.B. 
Lindh, Aaron Gilman and Joe Pierce Jr.'s wife 
Sheila. 

Showing exceptional promise in finishing sec¬ 
ond to Fly So Free in the Juvenile was Mr. and 
Mrs. Bertram Firestone's Take Me Out, a Virgin¬ 
ia-bred son of Cure the Blues. Dispatched at odds 
of 34-1, Take Me Out improved on his perfor¬ 
mance in the Champagne Stakes-Gl (on October 
6 at Belmont), in which he was fourth behind Fly 
So Free. 

Although there were no Mid-Atlantic-bred 
starters in the featured $3 million Classic won by 
Unbridled, third-place finisher Thirty Six Red 
has Maryland connections. The Slew o' Gold colt 
was bred in Kentucky by a partnership that in¬ 
cluded Diane Rachuba, of Mariottsville (Md.). 
Mrs. Rachuba no longer owns any part of Thirty 
Six Red's dam Heartbreak (by Stage Door John¬ 
ny). But Thirty Six Red's Breeders' Cup perfor¬ 
mance undoubtedly helped boost the price of 
Heartbreak's 1990 El Gran Senor filly, sold at the 
Keeneland November sale by Mrs. Rachuba, her 
husband Larry, and Dr. and Mrs. Pug Hart. The 
filly brought $550,000, making her the third- 
highest priced weanling in the sale. 

Colonial Waters (top), who ran second in the Distaff, 
was bred in Virginia by Thomas Mellon Evans. As field 
entered stretch in the Juvenile Fillies, runner-up 
Private Treasure, a New Jersey-bred, was tucked in 
behind winner Meadow Star (middle, with blaze). 


"The Breeders' Cup was our objective from day one 
(in 1990), and it wiU also be our goal this year," he 
remarks. "However, there are some other things we 
would also like to try with her this season—like getting 
her to win a big race beyond seven furlongs. Examples 
of the kind of races we might consider would be the 
Apple Blossom-Gl or the Met Mile-Gl. A1 (trainer 
Alan Goldberg) thinks she can get a longer distance; 
she's been strictly a sprinter so far, basically because 
she's always been trained to sprint." 

Eventually, Weisbord plans for Safely Kept to join 
the broodmare band at Denali Stud, near Paris, Ky., a 
farm which he owns in partnership. Weisbord and his 
partners offered the filly for sale at a Matchmaker auc¬ 
tion conducted during the International Turf Festival 
in the fall of 1989. There were no takers, above the 
$1,200,000 announced reserve. "But one week later we 
were privately offered more (than the $1.2 million)," 
says Weisbord. "We turned it down. She was no longer 
for sale. And at this point, we have no intention of 
selling her." 

When Safely Kept does retire from racing, Mr. Pros¬ 
pector or Danzig would be Weisbord's first choices for 
matings. Dayjur, who enters stud this season at his 
owner's Nashwan Stud at Shadwell Farm near Lex¬ 
ington (Ky.), is an intriguing possibility. "We'd like to 
try him," comments Weisbord. "But not the first year. 
He's so much younger than the others, it makes sense 
to go to them first." 

Jokes are already going around about a Dayjur— 
Safely Kept offspring—"It would be so fast, you 
couldn't catch it to break it"—^but the pedigree does 
raise awesome images. Dayjur's dam Gold Beauty (by 
Mr. Prospector) was the nation's champion sprinter in 
1982. And, like Safely Kept, she displayed great consis¬ 
tency, winning or placing in 11 out of 12 starts in her 
career. 

Meanwhile, Safely Kept's 18-year-old dam Safely 
Home (by Winning Hit) remains in production at the 
Haydens' farm in Maryland. Safely Home's 1990 
Smarten filly sold for $100,000 on a bid by William 
Backer at the Keeneland November sale. "Considering 
the market, we were not disappointed," says David 
Hayden. 

Backer, who has raced horses in Maryland for many 
years, reportedly plans to send the filly to Maryland 
trainer Barclay Tagg. "We're delighted that she'll be 
staying here," Hayden adds. 

Year before last at Keeneland, after Safely Kept's 
near miss in the 1989 Breeders' Cup, the Haydens got 
$115,000 for a Double Zeus—Safely Home colt. The 
purchaser was Jayeff B Stable. After the sale, the Hay¬ 
dens bought back a 25 percent interest, reports David. 
That colt, now 2 and as yet unnamed, is in early train¬ 
ing with Eddie Ramsey (who also helped develop Safe¬ 
ly Kept) in Florida. "Eddie loves him," says David. "We 
expect him to go to Alan Goldberg this spring." 
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Twice during his tremendous drive past Safely Kept 
(rail) in the stretch, Dayjur jumped shadows on the track, 
losing his action and leaving him a neck shy of the filly. 

One of three broodmares currently owned by the 
Haydens (a more comprehensive article on David and 
Jo Ann Hayden and their Dark Hollow Farm operation 
appeared in the February, 1990, MARYLAND HORSE), 
Safely Home is due to foal this spring to Private Ac¬ 
count. She will be bred back to Dayjur. 

A 1990 Caveat colt out of Safely Kept's half-sister 
Safe At the Plate (by Double Zeus) was a $25,000 RNA 
at Keeneland. The Haydens, who had a $40,000 re¬ 
serve on the colt, plan to keep him and race him. 
"We've had a lot of luck over the years with horses 
we've bought back from the sales ring," notes Hayden. 
"And we really like this colt." 

Safe At the Plate is due to foal to Seeking the Gold at 
Dark Hollow this spring. "We're sending her to Forty 
Niner," says David. 

Safely Kept's success has elevated Dark Hollow's 
broodmares to new, previously undreamed-of 
heights, as far as stallion choices go. But the Haydens 
are the last people to forget the humble, and by now 
famous, origins of the champion they personally 
foaled and raised. 

"There are only 47 broodmares who have ever pro¬ 
duced a Breeders' Cup winner. To think that we own 
one of them still amazes me," says David. Claimed at 
Bowie for $11,500, Safely Home had no special creden¬ 
tials beyond her hard-hitting record of 72 starts, 15 
wins and 24 placings. 

Horatius, sire of Safely Kept, stands at Thornmar, in 
Chestertown, for $2,400 live foal. 

"It certainly wasn't any big, complicated thing" 
sending Safely Home to be bred to Horatius in 1985. 


"We had shares in certain stallions, and we had certain 
mares; we just spread them around," Hayden says. 
"Safely Kept did the rest."

Consistency marks 
Safely Kept's record 

Consistency, the hallmark of champions, is 
Safely Kept's forte. 

Over the last two years. Safely Kept made 19 
starts and registered 16 wins—a record that few 
fillies have ever equaled. 

No other sprint champion has won more 
stakes at a distance of seven furlongs or less than 
she has. The Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl was her 
17th career stakes victory. 

The champion sprinter in the country for 1989 
and a candidate for honors in 1990, Safely Kept, a 
just turned-5-year-old daughter of the Maryland 
stallion Horatius, was bred by David and Jo Ann 
Hayden at their 80-acre Dark Hollow Farm in Up- 
perco, Md. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hayden sold the filly privately 
for $300,000 in the middle of her 2-year-old sea¬ 
son to a partnership headed by Matchmaker ex¬ 
ecutive Barry L. Weisbord. Safely Kept races for 
Weisbord and Jayeff B Stable, a partnership con¬ 
sisting of Richard Santulli, of Staten Island, N. Y., 
and George Prussin, of Tenafly, N.J. She is 
trained by Alan E. Goldberg. 
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His first foals race in 1991. 
Chances are theyll fly.

Rockbum's stallions 
tops in \^i:ginia

^^ark Hardin didn't plan on standing stallions at 
his Rockburn Farm, near Middleburg (Va.), but he has 
been around long enough to recognize an opportunity 
when he sees one. 


"We got the news just before we left for Saratoga (in 
the summer of 1988)/' says Hardin, nodding in the 



direction of farm manager Mike Hughes. "Windfields 
was about to close. 

"What a pity, we both thought—all those stallions 
disappearing from this area." 

An old dairy barn and chicken coop were converted 
into a modern five-stall stallion barn, complete with 
Fibar breeding shed, and 75 days later Val de I'Orne 
(Fr) moved in. "We didn't just go after him," explains 
Hardin. "We narrowed it down to him and a couple of 
others; he was the one we got." 

Encouraged by the response from broodmare own¬ 
ers—Val de I'Orne covered 48 mares in 1989, his first 
season in Virginia—Hardin and Hughes sought out 
another new/old stallion prospect. Quadratic was 
transferred from Claiborne Farm in Kentucky in the 
summer of 1989. "Suddenly we became a stud farm," 
says Hughes. 

In fact, Rockburn—a lovely old estate in the heart of 
hunt country—suddenly had the top two sires in Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Quadratic, who turns 16 this year, and Val de 
I'Orne, 19, have ranked one-two on the state's sire list 
for the past two years. Last season each was repre¬ 
sented by an outstanding 3-year-old. 

Thanks to Home At Last and his famous victory 
over Kentucky Derby winner and stablemate Un¬ 
bridled in the Super Derby-Gl, Quadratic (by Quad¬ 
rangle) had 1990 progeny earnings of $1,683,097 
(through December 1). Val de I'Orne (by Wal de Loir), 
at $1,374,042, was not far behind. His star performer 
was Baron de Vaux, who won three stakes at Pimlico 
and Laurel but is best remembered for his strong third- 
place finish in the Belmont Stakes. 

Vii^inia's leading sire Quadratic, shown opposite near 
the yearling bam, was transferred to Rockburn Farm from 
Claiborne in Kentucky before the 1990 breeding season. 
Mark and Kitty Hardin established Rockburn six years ago. 
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The Rockburn stallion roster also includes Trimlea 
(a son of Best Turn). Owned by Dr. and Mrs. William 
Dandridge Jr. of Charlottesville, he is considered pri¬ 
marily a show horse sire. But Trimlea's record with 
relatively few runners has been impressive. In 1989 he 
received the Virginia Thoroughbred Association's stal¬ 
lion award as the sire with the highest percentage of 
winners from starters.

At the recent Keeneland November Breeding Stock 
sale, Hardin purchased graded stakes winner Cefis (by 
Caveat). He intends to race the 6-year-old horse (who. 


not coincidentally, has a lot in common with Quadra¬ 
tic—both having been bred and raced by Ryehill Farm) 
before retiring him to stud at Rockburn, most likely in 
1992. 

"When we came here, I think there was some ques¬ 
tion in people's minds as to whether or not we'd stay," 
Hardin remarks. "Now I think they realize we're com¬ 
mitted." 

Rockburn, purchased six years ago by Hardin and 
his wife Katherine (Kitty), is a new undertaking for 60- 
year-old Mark Hardin, who for several years operated 
in the shadow of his late father, Taylor Hardin. 

One of the most successful Thoroughbred breeders 
of the last half-century, Taylor Hardin bred more than 
30 stakes winners at his Newstead Farm, near Upper- 
ville (Va.). Newstead's foundation mare Legendra (a 
foal of 1944 by ^Challenger II) is represented in many 
modern pedigrees, most notably through her daugh¬ 
ter Mrs. Peterkin (whose three stakes winners in¬ 
cluded Sweet Alliance, dam of champion Shareef 
Dancer). 

Prominent horses who raced in the Newstead name 
include White Star Line, Mrs. Warren, Larida and mil- 
lion-dollar earner Miss Oceana. 

Taylor Hardin died in 1976, and upon the death of 
his second wife Katharine Bliss (Tatine) Hardin the fol- 
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lowing year, Newstead was put in trust. The three 
trustees charged with operating the farm were Mark 
Hardin (whose mother, the former Nancy Hale, was 
Taylor Hardin's first wife); Hermann C. Schwab, of 
Oyster Bay, N.Y.; and G. A. Horkan Jr., a Charlottes¬ 
ville attorney. 

By his own account, Mark Hardin was never close to 
his father. His parents divorced when he was 3 years 
old. (Nancy Hardin, who died two years ago, later 
married Dr. Fredson Bowers, chairman of the English 
department at the University of Virginia.) "I was raised 
from pillar to post," says Hardin, "but mostly by my 
grandmother Hardin in Warrenton and Washington." 

Except for the time he spent "digging post holes for 
ten cents apiece" at Newstead, he had little involve¬ 
ment with his father's horse operation. He did some 
riding in his youth, attending the University of Virgin¬ 
ia after his graduation from St. Paul's School in New 
Hampshire. Drafted into the Army ("I just made it 
between the end of World War II and the beginning of 
the Korean war"), he returned to Charlottesville after 
the service and lived there for many years. 

Hardin tried a variety of businesses—from truck 
driving to home improvement to operating a tire recap¬ 
ping plant—then purchased a bottled gas business.

Central Virginia Gas Company, which he operated 
during much of the 1960s and '70s. 

His father's only child, he inherited half of Taylor 
Hardin's estate, with the other half going to Tatine 
Hardin's several nieces and nephews. "According to 
the will," he explains, "Newstead was to continue as 
long as I lived there, and took active management." 
Hardin, who hadn't given much thought to horses 
since he was a teenager, moved his family to Newstead 
and devoted himself full time to the horse business. 

But the arrangement did not turn out to be harmo¬ 
nious. "There was no agreement among the trustees," 
he says. "(In that regard), things went from bad to 
worse." 

From a financial point of view, however, the situa¬ 
tion at Newstead was the opposite of bleak. In 1985, 
the late Hardin's Thoroughbred holdings were dis¬ 
persed for approximately $47 million. Two of the 
horses set then-record auction prices. Miss Oceana 
selling (in foal to Northern Dancer) for $7 million, on a 
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bid by Peter Brant, and a Seattle Slew—Larida wean¬ 
ling filly going to Stavros Niarchos for $2.5 million. 

"Fortunately, we dispersed at the height of the mar¬ 
ket," notes Hardin. "And before that we made a lot of 
money with Newstead." 

The meaning of that statement is best appreciated by 
touring Rockburn. "Without (the success of New¬ 
stead), I wouldn't have what I have here," as Hardin 
puts it. A 320-acre tract of land in the most picturesque 
of settings—old stone walls and unpaved state roads 
winding among the steeply rolling hills—Rockburn is 
in an area of well-known horse farms. Paul Mellon's 
Rokeby Stud surrounds it on three sides; Heronwood 
is one mile away, and Brookmeade only a mile or two 
more removed. 

Part of an original land grant given by King George 
11 in 1728 to one Aquilla Glascock, Rockburn was occu¬ 
pied by members of the Glascock family until this cen¬ 
tury, according to Hardin and Hughes. The Glascock 
family cemetery, containing 42 graves, is on a hillside 
behind the broodmare barn. 

More recently, the farm was owned by the late 
Hubert Phipps, a horseman who bred the top race 
horses Native Charger and Summer Guest. 

But Rockburn had fallen into serious disrepair by 
the time Hardin and his wife acquired it. "Everything 
was a shambles," says Hughes. 


Today, everything is immaculate: built on a grand 
scale, yet quietly complementing the landscape. 

The main house, made of massive stone with wood¬ 
en additions on each side and dating back to 1828, is its 
single most arresting feature. "We chose this place 
partly because of the house," explains Hardin. "My 
wife really liked it, and we figured we could make the 
property into a working farm without doing too much 
new construction." 

Although not as imposing a structure, the main 
barn is as architecturally distinct as the house. Made of 
stucco (in 1931), it has arches supported by slender 
columns along an L-shaped shedrow. The "L" is made 
up of a single line of 16 stalls, with doors on the front 
and back 

A 16-stall yearling barn is the only new structure on 
the property. The other barns, including the five-stall 
stallion barn and 11-stall barn used for outside mares 
and foals, were restoration jobs. "We put Tl-11 sid¬ 
ing—plywood with grooves in it—right over the old 
wood," explains Hardin. "They are all insulated, and 
of course we had to cut in windows—the ventilation is 
excellent. There's cross ventilation in every stall of ev¬ 
ery barn." The barns are also equipped with automatic 
fly spray systems. 
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Developing pasture was a major project, as Hughes 
explains. 'The fields had lain fallow for 16 years. They 
were all in fescue, which we burned and reseeded," he 
says. "We used a till drill seeder, instead of discing the 
fields, so that we could get them in use more quickly. 
The soil is tested on a regular basis by Brookside Labs 
of Ohio—they have an ongoing system of upkeep." 

The entire property is double fenced with new, four- 
board fencing, with the exception of the stallion pad- 
docks, which are five-board. 

None of the fields is used for crops. "All of the hay 
and straw is brought in," says Hughes. "We're kind of 
low-keyed and easy-going. Everything is centered 
around the horses." 

Hughes oversees a crew of eight full-time employ¬ 
ees, all but one of whom formerly worked at New- 
stead. "For three or four years, 1 was the only non- 
Newstead employee on the place," he says. Among 
those Hughes and Hardin rely on heavily is 68-year- 
old Bill Bettis, a "consummate horseman," in the 
words of Hardin. 

At 42, Hughes has a long and varied background in 
the horse business. He was born and raised in Orange 
County, Va., where his father, the late W. Allen 
Hughes, had a large veterinary practice. "He was the 
vet for Montpelier Stud, and he was the only equine vet 
in central Virginia for years," says Mike Hughes. "He

also had horses of his own; we sold yearlings for our¬ 
selves and for Montpelier at Saratoga, under the name 
of Brick Kiln Farm." Dr. Hughes died in an automobile 
accident in 1972. 

Mike's own career with horses started in 1974, when 
he took a job as assistant manager of Meadow Stud, in 
Doswell. Before that he "attended college (the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia), then went into the Navy, then went 
back to U.Va.," graduating with a B.A. in music. 

His stay at Meadow lasted until 1977, when the farm 
was dissolved. Hughes went looking for a new job and 
found it in Warrenton, as executive director of the Vir¬ 
ginia Thoroughbred Association. Upon moving to 
Warrenton, Hughes and his wife Diane immediately 
struck up a friendship with Mark and Kitty Hard-

in."We met through some of the VTA functions," 
Hughes explains. Both couples were new to the area. 
"We'd moved there within a month of each other (the 
Hardins to occupy Newstead)." 

In 1981, when Hughes left the VTA job in order to 
start his own insurance and sales agency—Hughes 
Bloodstock—Hardin contributed a major share of the 
capital. And when the sales market began its nose¬ 
dive, Hardin offered Hughes the position at Rockburn. 
"It was perfect timing, as far as 1 was concerned," says 
Mike, who continues to operate Hughes Bloodstock on 
a smaller scale. 

He and his wife, who was the office manager for 
Hughes Bloodstock and now works for a real estate 
attorney, live on the farm with their two children: Mi¬ 
chelle, 13, and Phillip, 9. 

Hughes and his lx)ss appear to have a near-ideal 
working relationship, sharing the day-to-day supervi¬ 
sion of the farm. Although she is not out in the barns, 
Mrs. Hardin is also thoroughly involved—handling all 
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of the bookkeeping from an office in their home. The 
Hardins met while he was attending the University of 
Virginia, and she was working in the bookkeeping de¬ 
partment of the U. Va. hospital. They married in 1952, 
and raised three daughters: Janelle Morton, who lives 
in Pasadena, Calif.; Norah Lind, of Hobe Sound, Fla.; 
and Mary Welby Watkins, of Greenwich, Conn. 

Both Norah, who is in the toy selling business along 
with her husband, and Janelle, a former free-lance 
writer and equine photographer who is now in equine 
insurance, own horses with their parents. Of the two, 
Janelle has been more involved. She and her mother 
are partners in a broodmare, Mercy Flite (by North 
Flight), who was purchased at auction in Kentucky in 
1981 for $10,000 and whose offspring have since 
brought a combined total of more than $100,000, sell¬ 
ing at yearling auctions at Timonium. The most recent, 
a Hoist the Silver filly, went for $30,000 last fall.

Breeding for the commercial market has always 
been the Hardins' major focus, although year-round 
boarding of clients' mares is becoming an important 
part of the Rockburn operation. 

"Rockburn has a core group of 11 (home-owned) 
mares, which leaves us with plenty of extra facilities," 
observes Hughes. "Altogether the farm has about 70 
stalls." 

Asked to name their best mare, Hughes singled out 
Fairly Regal. A 17-year-old daughter of Viceregal, and 
herself a stakes winner. Fairly Regal has produced 
three stakes winners including champion Summer 
Mood ($542,446, Canada's top sprinter in 1985) and 
million dollar-earner Present Value. Hardin bought 
her for $600,000 at the 1988 Kinghaven dispersal at 
Keeneland. 

Fairly Regal had a colt by Alysheba in 1990, and is 
due to foal to Alydar this spring. (''Mark has only a few 


stallion shares," reports Hughes. "But he had breed¬ 
ing rights in Alydar.") 

Another prominent member of the broodmare band 
is In the Offing (by Hoist the Flag—Mrs. Peterkin). 
Dam of graded stakes winner Helenska (by Nijinsky 
II), In the Offing was purchased privately from the 
Newstead Trust. She has a newly-turned yearling filly 
by Alydar and is in foal to Alysheba. 

Also deserving of special mention is Rockburn's 
broodmare Such 'n Such (by Ack Ack). Seventeen 
years old this spring, she is carrying her 13th consecu¬ 
tive foal. Four of her produce have been stakes horses, 
including the good Vigors filly Kitty Tatch ($233,648). 

Rockburn yearlings are traditionally groomed for 
Saratoga; the ones who don't bring their reserves there 
are marketed at 2-year-olds in training sales in the U.S. 
and England. Only a very few go on to race for Hardin, 
who had one horse in training with Phil Cleaves at 
Belmont Park last season. That runner. Miss Pete, pur¬ 
chased by Hardin at the 1988 Keeneland July Yearling 
sale for $345,000, started six times before winning a 
maiden special at Meadowlands in September. But a 
broodmare career could hold more potential for the 
Raise a Native filly who is the last foal from Mrs. Pe¬ 
terkin. 

Last year was not a good one for Rockburn at Sar¬ 
atoga. Of the Hardins' eight home-owned yearlings, 
four were RNAs. Three, including a Fappiano—Fairly 
Regal filly and a daughter of The Minstrel—In the Off¬ 
ing, brought exactly $100,000 apiece. "The Kuwaiti in¬ 
vasion was certainly not helpful to us," Hughes com¬ 
ments of the 1990 Saratoga market. "Our 1991 
yearlings are by sires who hopefully have more appeal 
to Americans." 

A smaller group than usual, Rockburn's 1991 year¬ 
ling offering will feature the Alysheba—Fairly Regal 
colt and Alydar—In the Offing filly, plus an Alydar colt 
out of the Secretariat mare Esdiev, and a colt by Secre¬ 
tariat—Such 'n Such. 

"We work to keep things manageable," says 
Hughes. Yearlings stay out in the pastures "as much as 
possible depending on the season and weather," adds 
Hardin. Each gets handled twice a day, regardless of 
other factors. 

Management of the broodmares who go back and 
forth to visit Kentucky stallions is helped by having a 
second Rockburn, in Paris, Ky. "We had been boarding 
mares at this place (57-acre Swynford Farm). Then in 
1988 it came up for sale, so we bought it in order to 
unify our operation," explains Hardin. Ruth Vanorio, 
one of the farm's previous owners, is Rockburn's Ken¬ 
tucky farm manager. "Both farms have the same rou¬ 
tine, the same feeding program, which makes it bet¬ 
ter," observes Hardin, who himself appears well- 
adapted to change. □

Pam Fisher offers 
sports medicine 
therapy for horses

I've been in this business for four years, and I've 
helped 50 to 75 horses with all sorts of ailments. I've 
never had a dissatisfied customer," says Pam Fisher, 
who operates Steppin' Stone Farm in West Grove, Pa. 

At Steppin' Stone, 29-year-old Fisher has set up a 
sports medicine therapy facility for horses utilizing 
equipment, procedures and natural nutritional sup¬ 
plements successful in rehabilitating the human ath¬ 
lete. 

"Primarily, we take in injured horses to do therapy 
on them," Fisher explains. "Working closely with New 
Bolton Center veterinarians, we treat the animals with 
the same kind of non-invasive therapy equipment peo¬ 
ple use: cold lasers, galvanators, magnetic-field blan¬ 
kets and boots. We are also strict believers in nutrition¬ 
al supports, giving the horses diets including natural 
Equi-Genesis products, which promote healing with¬ 
out drugs." 

A lifelong horsewoman who was showing her own 
Appaloosa to various championships as a teenager 
and is now principally involved in three-day eventing, 
Fisher learned about equine sports medicine first¬ 
hand. 

"Several years ago, I was getting my event horse, 
Benequick, ready to compete," Fisher says. "He's a big 
horse, 17.1 hands, and I broke him down—a bowed 
tendon. 

"I did all the conventional things prescribed for an 
injured tendon, including a year off, but the tendon 
blew again. 

"Needless to say, I was pretty discouraged," Pam 
goes on, "until I met Jo Beth Scovazzo. She works on 
race horses at Belmont and Aqueduct, applying her ten 



years of experience in human therapeutic rehabilita¬ 
tion to horse problems. 

"With a combination of the therapy equipment and 
the diet supplements, we had Ben jumping again in 
five months," says Fisher. "I knew this system worked 
for my horse, and I determined that I wanted to learn to 
put it to use to bring back other injured horses—horses 
often described as hopeless. 

"Benequick is 14 now," Fisher adds, "and last spring 
we were second by one-fifth of a second at Fair Hill in 
the preliminary division." 

According to Fisher, the majority of the horses 
brought to Steppin' Stone suffer from soft tissue prob¬ 
lems such as bowed tendons and injured suspensories. 
With her three employees, however, she has also 
treated broken vertebrae, severe muscle problems, 
fractures, ulcers, neck and hock injuries, and "plain 
old nervous horses that can't train at the track," she 
adds. "This is horse heaven." 

Steppin' Stone accommodates only nine horses at a 
time because the therapy on each individual may re¬ 
quire three to four hours per day. Fisher also believes in 
progressive exercise to rehabilitate the animal fully. 

"If the horse is a race horse, my goal is to have it 
leave here able to gallop a mile and a half," she de¬ 
clares.

Depending on the extent of the injury, horses will 
stay an average of three to four months. 

By far the record holder for live-ins is D'Accord. 
Owned and competed by dressage master Eicke von 
Veltheim, D'Accord had been diagnosed with a se¬ 
verely torn suspensory on the lateral and medial side. 
New Bolton Center suggested that the horse be do¬ 
nated to them for research. Equine sports medicine 
therapy at Steppin' Stone was the last resort. 

"D'Accord has been here for one year and three 
months," says Fisher. "New Bolton examined him yes¬ 
terday, and they said they needn't see him again. 
D'Accord can be brought back to compete at his previ¬ 
ous level." 

Fisher recommends that horses be sent to Steppin' 
Stone as soon as possible to begin treatment when the 
injury is fresh. 

The first thing Fisher does is to go over the entire 
horse with a diagnostic laser probe. The probe picks up 
conductivity of an area and produces an audible 
sound. As Fisher explains, stressed or injured areas 
have a cellular imbalance of ions. There are more posi¬ 
tive ions in an area which is stressed or injured, and 
this is what the laser probe detects, measuring the 
resistance of electricity through the area.

"All horses, especially race horses, have sore 
spots," advises Fisher. "With the probe, I can narrow it 
down to what is primary and what is secondary. Many 
injuries, like a bow, are clear-cut and obvious. Others 
may be more mysterious, a matter of not performing 
up to a previous level, or being 'slightly off' for no 
apparent reason." 
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Fisher will follow all the procedures as directed by 
the veterinarian who cares for the horse, and then she 
will treat the horse additionally with the therapy 
equipment and put it on appropriate supplements. 

With a bowed tendon, for example, Fisher explains 
that the initial treatment employs traditional cold hy¬ 
drotherapy for an hour twice a day, by hosing or with a 
whirlpool boot. 

Then she will use a galvanator two days in a row, 
followed alternately with a therapeutic laser. Further¬ 
more, the leg is done up in poultice while heat re¬ 
mains. Treatment continues for six days a week for as 
long as it is needed. 

The bowed horse is also exercised throughout: 
hand-walked in progressive segments from ten min¬ 
utes a day to 45 minutes. Eventually, the horse is rid-

den and turned out for longer and longer periods over 
progressively more demanding terrain. 

'Tf the horse with a bowed tendon isn't allowed to 
move, the tissues in that area will adhere to each oth¬ 
er," Fisher says. "Then, when the animal is asked to 
move, the adhesions will tear apart, slowing the heal¬ 
ing process. 

"The precise treatment depends, of course, on the 
individual tendon," Fisher adds. "Before I make a ma¬ 
jor change such as increasing exercise from a trot to a 
canter or a gallop, I consult with New Bolton and have 
the area diagnostically ultra-sounded to make sure I 
haven't gone backward. 

"One of my biggest concerns is that my machines 
will make the injury appear healed when it's not quite 
there. There was one horse—and only one—who left 
here not 100 percent, and that was because the trainer 
was convinced that the horse was totally cured, even 
though I didn't feel she was ready to leave." 

In addition to the diagnostic laser probe, Fisher's 
equipment includes a pulsed infrared cold laser which 
stimulates the injured area with a non-visible light. 



The light increases the formation of the horse's natu- 
ral collagen which in turn increases the tensile 
strength of the treated tissue. The laser also stimulates 
the body to produce its own pain-killing endorphins, 
reduces the production of prostaglandins which cause 
edema, and reduces swelling through increased fluid 
absorption. All of these factors facilitate and speed up 
the healing process. 

The galvanator is the machine most often used in 
human physiotherapy. Indeed, there is no galvanator 
designed and manufactured specifically for horses. 
Consequently, Fisher is often frustrated because her 
equipment is so delicate. 

The galvanator works on the principle of the pres¬ 
ence of negative and positive ions in every cell of the 
body. The healthy cell contains a balance; the injured 
cell is unbalanced. When the area is flushed with an 
electric current of negative polarity, the stressed cells 
regain their balance and healing is promoted. 

Magnetic-field therapy promotes healing by in¬ 
creasing the oxygen utilization in the cells which in 
turn hastens their regeneration. Pain and inflamma¬ 
tion are reduced more quickly, and circulation is im¬ 
proved. 

As for the supplements, Pam says, "People have 
known for thousands of years that particular plants are 
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useful in treating certain human ailments. Many times 
the natural remedies are reproduced chemically as 
medicines, such as aspirin. 

"We feel, however, that the 100 percent human- 
grade natural supplements we use are more potent 
than synthetics and don't have the side effects, such as 
gut problems," she continues. 

"One trainer, Ted Smith, ate our supplements sprin¬ 
kled on his own cereal before he fed them to his horses. 
When they helped his knees, then he believed they 
were okay for his horses." 

Among her successes, Fisher points to Directing, an 
allowance runner who came to Steppin' Stone for ther¬ 
apy after tendon-splitting surgery at New Bolton Cen¬ 
ter. Directing was back in full training in four months 
compared to the usual eight. 

Another rehabilitated race horse is Crafty Belle. 
Owned by Jimmy Iselin in New York, Crafty Belle suf¬ 
fered an odd fracture which defied conventional treat¬ 
ments. Veterinarians recommended that the horse 
would be useful only as a broodmare. 

Treated at Steppin' Stone twice a day for three to 
four hours. Crafty Belle returned to competition to win 
five races in a row. 

Lenape Way, a steeplechaser trained by Taylor Jack- 
son, was a nervous wreck and diagnosed with ulcers. 


Individualized therapy may require three to four hours 
per day, utilizing such equipment as a galvanator 
(opposite, applied by Katie Mearns), a diagnostic probe 
(top left and right) or a laser treatment device (above). 

Placed on Fisher's specially modified nutritional pro¬ 
gram, the gelding showed improvement in his blood 
tests in five days. The animal is now relaxed, carrying 
excellent weight, and finished second over hurdles 
three times in four starts this past summer, including 
placing at Saratoga. 

"A lot of people like to think the therapy is some 
kind of witchcraft," says Fisher. "The fact is that it's 
something relatively new for horses even though it's 
been proven treatment for humans for a long time. 

"The therapeutic rehabilitation of injured horses is a 
scientific method. We take the time to work on each 
horse individually," Pam Fisher concludes, "and it's 
very rewarding for me and for the people who work at 
Steppin' Stone to send that injured animal back home 
sound and productive again." □

Keeneland broodmares 

Smart Angle, 1979 2-year-old filly 
champion and dam of graded stakes 
winner Houston, was sold by her co¬ 
breeder Eleanor Sparenberg at the re¬ 
cent Keeneland November Breeding 
Stock sale for $750,000. Walmac Blood¬ 
stock purchased the 14-year-old 
daughter of Quadrangle—Smartaire by 
“^Quibu, in foal to Seattle Slew. She was 
the tenth highest-priced broodmare in 
the sale. 

Mrs. Sparenberg and her husband 
Ben Sparenberg, who own and operate 


Ross Valley Farm in Sparks (Md.), were 
the leading consignors by average, sell¬ 
ing four for an average of $328,750. 
They were also active buyers, spending 
$800,000 for the 11-year-old stakes pro¬ 
ducing mare Solariat (by Secretariat), 
who is in foal to Nijinsky II. 

Other prominent broodmare offer¬ 
ings included Elle Seule, who is out of a 
half-sister to Maryland-based stallion 
Allen's Prospect. A group winner in 
France, Elle Seule (by Exlusive Native) 
was consigned by Walmac Internation¬ 
al, Agent, and bought by Shadwell 
Farm for $1,500,000, making her the 
second highest-priced mare in the sale. 

Ryehill dispersal 

Ryehill Farm's dispersal, part of the 
Keeneland November Breeding Stock 
sale on November 12, concluded with 
19 horses selling for a total of 
$2,306,700. 

"I feel pleased, and relieved," said 
Ryehill owner Jim Ryan, who will do¬ 
nate half of the proceeds to programs in 
aid of backstretch workers. Ryan ex¬ 
pected his gross from the sale to be 
about $2 million, after commissions 
were paid and some partnerships set¬ 
tled. 

Crown jewel of the Ryehill consign¬ 
ment was Caveat's stakes-winning half- 
sister Baltic Chill (by Danzig), who 
brought $700,000 on a bid by Heidi 
Doubleday.

And $155,000 was the price 
paid for Run Smartly (by Smarten), a 
stakes-winning half-sister to Cefis and 
Ringerman. 

Not included in the sales total were 
five stallion shares (two in Caveat, two 
in Smarten, and one in Polish Navy),

which Ryan sold for an additional 
$231,000. 

Two years ago at Keeneland Ryan 
held a much larger dispersal, selling all 
of the broodmares and weanlings he 
owned at that time (nearly 80 head), 
plus the outstanding race horse Home¬ 
builder, for a total of $9,935,200. Not 
included in that auction were Ryehill's 
1988 yearling crop and some horses in 
training. The second dispersal was 
made up of those horses. 

Ryan, who has been one of Mary¬ 
land's leading breeders and owners 
since the late 1970s, has not gotten com¬ 
pletely out of the horse business, how¬ 
ever. He continues to breed and race on 
a much-reduced scale. A dozen brood¬ 
mares purchased since the 1988 disper¬ 
sal are due to foal at Ryehill, in Mt. Airy, 
this spring. And Ryan still has shares in 
Caveat and Smarten as well as the Ken¬ 
tucky stallion L'Enjoleur. 

His racing interests include 11 
2-year-olds, whom he owns in various 
partnerships, and the 3-year-old filly 
Bursting, who placed third in the 1990 
Selima Stakes-G3. Bursting (by Caveat) 
was bred by Ryan's daughter Barbara

A generous and vocal crusader on 
behalf of backstretch workers, Ryan 
and his wife Linda donated more than 
$1 million from the proceeds of the first 
Ryehill dispersal toward the establish¬ 
ment of drug and alcohol treatment 
centers at race tracks throughout the 
country.

Hoffberger cutting back 

His 120-acre Sunset Hill Farm near 
Woodbine (Md.) on the market for 
$1.85 million, Jerold C. Hoffberger has 
announced that he is cutting back on 
his Thoroughbred holdings. 

'Tart of it has to do with health/' 
says Hoffberger, 72. "Although I'm 
well now, I had some health problems 
last winter. It's a matter of eliminating 
worries." 

Hoffberger is retaining major inter¬ 
ests in the four Sunset Hill Farm stal¬ 
lions, who have been relocated to other 
Maryland farms. Fappavalley and 
North Pole are at Ron and Carolyn 
Green's Green Willow Farms near 
Westminster; Dancing Again and Tat- 
ibah (Ire) at Mr. and Mrs. E. Allen Mur¬ 
ray's Murmur Farm near Darlington. 

His broodmare band will be scaled 
down from eight mares to five, 
Hoffberger reports, adding that he in¬ 
tends to continue to breed both to race 
and to sell. He has five horses in train¬ 
ing, and will be seeking to buy 2-year- 
olds in the future. "I'd like to be a little 
closer to the action," he says. "Al¬ 
though when I buy potential race 
horses. I'd like to be buying fillies." 

Sunset Hill, which has 56 stalls, over 
five miles of diamond mesh fencing 
and a three-eighth mile jogging track, 
has already been placed in agricultural 
trust, according to Hoffberger. "I'm not 
looking to sell it quickly," says the for¬ 
mer Baltimore Orioles owner. "If a rep¬ 
utable horseperson is interested in leas¬ 
ing it, I would be happy to talk."

McKilts got a new owner midway through her 3-year- 
old season, but she probably didn't realize it. Her breed¬ 
ers Michael and Patricia Sutherland sold her to Dan 


Agnew, of Washington state, just before the Maryland 
Million in September. And Mr. Agnew wisely left the filly 
in Mert Bailes's barn. 

Bailes, who is stabled at Bowie, has never met 
Agnew. "He seems like a nice man on the phone. We talk, 
and he tells me to keep up the good work," says the 
trainer.

Bred by Stewart Greenebaum of Pikesville (Md.) in 
partnership with Upperco (Md.) residents Carol and 
Donald Wenderoth, In the Curl was purchased at a 
Timonium auction as a weanling by Penny Chenery for 
$14,000. 

The mare raced for Mrs. Chenery for three seasons, 
winning two stakes and placing in eight others. In 1988, 
Mrs. Chenery consigned her to the Keeneland Fall sale. 
Greenebaum and several partners purchased In the Curl 
at the sale for $70,000. They planned to race her for awhile, 
then retire her as a broodmare. But the plan went seri¬ 
ously awry when they ran her in a $75,000 claiming race in 
the spring of 1989. In the Curl was claimed by Dale Cap¬ 
uano, on behalf of his client Nick Rinaldi. 

Never again risked for a price. In the Curl has since 
added three stakes victories and earned $244,928. 

Dispatched as 2-1 favorite in the Stefanita, she set 
every fraction and prevailed by a length over Hushi.

Per Quod may not be familiar to many Maryland rac¬ 
ing fans, but the 6-year-old gelded son of former Country 
Life Farm stallion Lyllos (Fr) is famous overseas. 

For the past three years he has raced against the best, 
one of the highlights of his career coming when he defeat¬ 
ed Prix de I'Arc de Triomphe-Gl winner Carroll House 
while finishing second to Indian Skimmer in the 1989 
Gordon Richards Stakes at Sandown. 

''When the turf is very soft, he is a Group 1 horse, 
with more speed than anyone," says Baltimore attorney 


Turney McKnight, who bred and races Per Quod in part¬ 
nership with his mother June McKnight, of Norwich, Vt. 

Per Quod got his first victory of 1990 when he cap¬ 
tured the Premio Roma Vecchia-G3 in Rome by four and a 
half lengths. But he placed in six previous stakes last sea¬ 
son, including seconds in two Group events in France and 
a third in the prestigious Grosser Preis Von Baden-Gl in 
Germany. 

The only flat horse McKnight has in competition. Per 
Quod was sent to Europe to race because his "action and 
breeding seemed to suggest that he would do better over 
there," explains McKnight. Per Quod's dam Allegedly is 
an unraced half-sister to champion and leading sire Al¬ 
leged, whom Mrs. McKnight, a daughter of the late re¬ 
nowned sportsman John W. Hanes, also bred. 

Allegedly (by Sir Ivor) was a disappointment until Per 
Quod came along. In her first four seasons as a brood¬ 
mare, she produced only one live foal, a 1983 Green 
Dancer filly named Shiitake, who was a winner of 
$19,875. Somewhat temperamental like her half-brother, 
who is a notorious management problem. Allegedly also 
has a congenitally deformed right hind ankle. "We were 
just about to give up on her," admits McKnight. 

Instead, the McKnights sent her to their friends Mike 
and Josh Pons at Country Life. At Country Life Farm, near 
Bel Air, Allegedly has become a real success story. She has 
had a live foal every year since 1985, and is due to foal to 
Country Life's good young stallion Carnivalay this 
spring. 

Although only one of her other foals has raced—a 
1986 Run the Gantlet filly, Rosie Rooz, was unplaced in 
five starts and is now owned by Country Life as a brood¬ 
mare—Allegedly has several others who may begin to 
make their marks. Her 1987 Robellino colt, Prosequendo, 
has shown exceptional talent while training for the 
McKnights in England. A 1988 Robellino filly. Docket, is 
slated to race in England. In 1989, Allegedly produced a 
Corridor Key filly who has been purchased by Mike Pons, 
Carlos Garcia, Dr. Tom Bowman and Dr. Bowman's broth¬ 
er-in-law. That filly, just turned 2, could make her debut in 
Maryland this year. Allegedly also has a weanling colt by 
Waquoit. 


da. After back-to-back victories in the Devil's Bag Stakes 
and Maryland Juvenile Championship, and an extremely 
close second in the Inner Harbor Stakes on the last day of 
1989, Super Cholo was to have had a six-week rest from 
radng before starting his 3-year-old campaign. But he 
showed no inclination to let up, according to Garcia. "One 
day we worked him three-quarters and he went in 1:11 
and change, which was very good under the track condi¬ 
tions. He came back really wound up. When we put him 
back in the stall, he got to playing and kicked the wall—I 
watched him do it." 

Fortunately, the fracture was relatively slight. Veter¬ 
inarians at the New Bolton Center were able to repair the 
injury, inserting screws. "After that it was just a matter of 
time. He swam at Little Acorn Farm, then came back to me 
in late summer," reports the trainer. 

Super Cholo made his return in a seven-furlong al¬ 
lowance race on October 20 at Laurel and finished a rally¬ 


ing third. Garda had trouble finding a spot for him next, 
and ended up running in a mile and an eighth allowance 
race on November 17, against Silano, Due North and Bald- 
ski's Choice. Super Cholo finished fourth. "I told the jock¬ 
ey not to push Super Cholo too hard in that race, against 
those good horses. It turned out to be a nice prep for the 
Annapolis Stakes." 

Garcia got his 20th stakes win of 1990 when Super 
Cholo scored by a nose over Temper Time in Laurel's An¬ 
napolis Stakes. The trainer, whose outstanding runners 
last season included Valay Maid (rated the third best 
3-year-old filly in the country by the Thoroughbred Times), 
is looking forward to running Super Cholo in top hand¬ 
icap competition this season. "There are some tremen¬ 
dous races coming up this summer, and a lot of the good 
older horses have fallen by the wayside," he notes. "Super 
Cholo is like brand-new."

Colonel Hill captured the Devil's Bag Stakes in his 
first start. 

The Temperence Hill colt who races for his breeder 
Victor DiVivo triumphed by three lengths in the 2-year- 
old Maryland Fund race, defeating Haymaker, Axial Rift, 
One Tuff Oop, Gala Spinaway, Dalmatic, Valley Crossing 
and Easy Paces. 

DiVivo bred Colonel Hill from the Lt. Stevens mare 
Pretty Driver, whom he purchased at the 1985 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Kentucky January sale for $31,000. Colonel Hill is the 
second foal DiVivo has gotten from Pretty Driver. The 
first, a 1987 filly named Pretty Flame (by Mt. Livermore), 
caused a sensation in Maryland last March when she 
scored by 18 lengths at first asking. DiVivo reportedly* 
turned down an offer of $700,000 for the filly not long 
after that. Several weeks later, she chipped a knee and was 
retired to DiVivo's broodmare band without ever making 
another start. 

"I definitely plan to keep Pretty Flame as a brood¬ 
mare," says DiVivo, who operates a chain of 16 Bravo 
restaurants in Maryland and Virginia and has been in the 
horse business at his 136-acre White Oak Farm in Wood- 
stock (Md.) since 1984. 

There are nine broodmares at DiVivo's farm. He has 
four horses in training and three just-turned 2-year-olds. 
Still owned by DiVivo, Pretty Driver has a 2-year-old colt. 
Driver o' Gold (by Lines of Power) whom DiVivo hopes to 
bring to the races this year, and a yearling colt by Tank's 
Prospect. She is due to foal this spring to the Kentucky 
stallion Temperence Hill, in whom DiVivo owns a share.

Wide Country easily defeated a field of six in the 
Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship, drawing clear by 
four and a half lengths over Ritchie Trail. Then came odds- 
on favorite Gala Goldilocks, followed by The Knight's 
Queen, Indian Anthem, Miss Alethia and Nicki. 


Although she returned $15.40 for the victory, the filly 
bred by Diana and Ken Carlson's Brookwood Farm was 
actually the second-favorite. Based on her performance in 
the What a Summer Stakes on November 6, which she 
won by seven lengths. Gala Goldilocks was expected to 
dominate the Juvenile Filly Championship. Gala Gold¬ 
ilocks was in the forefront early, but appeared to have 
trouble handling the mile and a sixteenth distance. 

Wide Country races for Tommy Tanner, who pur¬ 
chased her for $50,000 at the Calder 2-year-olds in training 
auction. Trained by Bob Camac, the filly broke her maiden 
by ten and three-quarter lengths in her first start, a maid¬ 
en special at Delaware Park in July. She came right back to 
win the Smart Angle Stakes at Laurel, and followed up 
with seconds in Philadelphia Park's Buddleia and Di- 
anthus Stakes. Her only disappointment was the What a 
Summer Stakes—Wide Country finished fourth in that 
race, more than nine lengths behind Gala Goldilocks. 

Diana Carlson can't help regret selling Wide Country 
as a yearling (for $8,500 at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Sep¬ 
tember sales). But, on the bright side, she still owns the 
filly's dam Bazooka Babe (by Mullineaux). A stakes win¬ 
ner herself. Bazooka Babe ($221,244, Empire S, Mohawk 
S), was purchased by Carlson at the 1987 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky November sale with Wide Country in utero. 

A 2-year-oId Vaal Reef—Bazooka Babe filly is in early 
training at Brookwood. The young (9-year-old) mare also 
has a yearling colt by El Raggaas, and is due to foal this 
spring to El Raggaas.

Corbett 

The acquisition of Northern Wolf in 
early November "completes the pic¬ 
ture" as far as Corbett Farm owner Lehr 
Jackson is concerned. "He's our big 
star—our number one," says Jackson. 
"A lot of farms wanted him; we were 
very excited that his owners (Dr. How¬ 
ard Hoffman, Dr. John Meeks and Dr. 
Allen Cahill) chose Corbett." 

Jackson purchased a one-quarter in¬ 
terest in Northern Wolf, who is being 
syndicated for $18,500 per share. One 
of the best race horses in Maryland for 
the past three seasons. Northern Wolf 
is a 5-year-old son of South African 
champion Wolf Power—Glenorthern 
by Northern Fling. 

He set the current six-furlong track 
records at both Pimlico and Laurel last 
summer, and was prepping for the 1990 
Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl when a 
chipped sesamoid ended his career. 

Northern Wolf, who will stand for 
$3,500 live foal, heads a stallion lineup 
at Corbett that also includes Believe the 
Queen ($2,500), Clever Secret ($2,500), 
Chinati ($1,500), Harriman ($1,500) 
and Whatever For ($1,500). 


Corbett's operation has grown by 
leaps and bounds under Jackson's en¬ 
thusiastic new proprietorship. The 163- 
acre establishment in Monkton (known 
as Stymie Manor when it was owned by 
Hirsch Jacobs and his heirs from the 
1940s through the early 1980s) was pur¬ 
chased by Jackson at public auction for 
$1.1 million in November, 1988. 

A commercial real estate developer 
who lives in Baltimore, Jackson had al¬ 
most no experience with horses before 
he bought Corbett. But he has since be¬ 
come immersed in the business. 

"Our emphasis is on breeding," he 
explains, "but training and breaking 
are also major components." 

Bill Albright, who has managed 
Corbett/Stymie Manor since 1956, has 
been an invaluable resource to Jackson. 
In addition to overseeing the farm, Al¬ 
bright trains about 25 horses at Pimlico. 
Five of those belong to Corbett, the oth¬ 
ers to farm clients. Fourteen yearlings 
were broken at the farm last fall, and 
there are 21 newly-turned yearlings. 

Stallion manager Kieran McDermott 
is in his second year at Corbett, along 
with his wife Caroline McDermott, who 


manages the broodmare division. Both 
are natives of Ireland, as is the new as¬ 
sistant broodmare manager, Catherine 
O'Donovan. 

Jackson's family has also gotten in¬ 
volved, his wife Julie having resigned 
from a longtime career at the National 
Endowment for the Arts in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., in order to run the farm of¬ 
fice. The oldest of the Jacksons' three 
children, 14-year-old Hillary, has be¬ 
come an accomplished show rider. 

Roslyn 

F. Gurney Thompson, owner of 
Roslyn Farm in Trappe (Md.) with his 
mother Alberta duPont Bonsai, ac¬ 
knowledges their decision to get out of 
the breeding business. "It represents a 
major change for us," commented 
Thompson, who has been breeding 
horses for some 30 years. 

Four of the farm's broodmares sold 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale, with 7-year-old Spankin 
Smart, a Smarten mare in foal to Tem- 
perence Hill, topping the consignment 
at $18,200. The last remaining member 
of the Roslyn broodmare band, Tagett 
(by Northern Jove) was scheduled to be 
sold at Keeneland in January. 

Thompson adds that Roslyn, a 120- 
acre property bordering the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay on the Eastern Shore, has 
been on the real estate market for the 
past seven months. 

Roslyn will continue to have a racing 
stable with New York-based trainer 
Tom Kelly. The stable currently 
numbers four, with two 2-year-olds to 
be added later in the year. Heading the 
racing contingent is 5-year-old Imbibe. 
Purchased by Roslyn at a Florida 
2-year-olds in training sale for $30,000, 
the son of Temperence Hill is a multiple 
stakes winner ($243,226, Peter Pan 
S-G2, Belmont Budweiser Breeders' 
Cup S, 2nd Withers S-G2) whom 
Thompson rates as the best horse he's 
ever owned.

The Mid-Atlantic Report 


New Jersey 

■ New Jersey voters have cleared the 
way for Sunday racing and simulcast¬ 
ing to Atlantic City casinos. 

Sunday racing was affirmed by a 
margin of 56 to 44 percent in the No¬ 
vember 6 general election, while casino 
simulcasting won by a 53-47 percent 
margin. 

"'We are deeply gratified by the sup¬ 
port for the racing industry shown by 
the New Jersey voters," stated Robert 
E. Mulcahy III, chief executive officer of 
the group that operates Monmouth 
Park and Meadowlands. Simulcasting 
to the casinos is awaiting negotiations 
and enabling legislation. 

■ The 8-year-old gelding Joe's O. K., 
bred in New Jersey by Andrew Del 
Presto, assured himself the title of 1990 
timber horse of the year by winning the 
Sovran International Gold Cup at Great 
Meadows on October 20. 

Owned by Oliver R. Keelan and 
trained by Alicia Murphy, Joe's O. K. 
(by Mullineaux—Sandi's Star by 
*Uruguayo) scored by two lengths over 
W. Gary Baker's Glyn. 


■ Jockey Julie Krone, having just 
reached a major milestone in riding her 
2,000th winner, announced her pur¬ 
chase of a farm in Colts Neck, N.J. "It 
fulfills a dream of having a place of my 
own with riding facilities," said Krone. 

■ When Joseph M. Imbesi Jr. began 
training for the Briardale Stable of his 
late father, Seven-Up bottler Anthony 
Imbesi, in the 1970s, the first stakes 
winner he handled was homebred Roy¬ 
al Dux (by Dr. Pager). The second was 
Gentleman Gene, a homebred son of 
Maribeau. 

Imbesi, who purchased the Briar- 
dale horses in 1982 following his fa¬ 
ther's death, recently added another to 
the growing list of stakes winners he 
has trained over the years—a 1986 geld¬ 
ing by Gentleman Gene out of Royal 
Dux, named Brave Adventure. (Gentle¬ 
man Gene stands at Briardale.) 

Brave Adventure captured the six- 
furlong $50,000 Chief Pennekeck 
Handicap at Meadowlands on Novem¬ 
ber 2 by three lengths over Teddy 
Drone. His sixth victory in 14 career 


starts, the race boosted his earnings to 
$139,430. 

A full brother to multiple stakes 
winner Hi Ideal, a 1982 gelding who 
earned $336,148, Brave Adventure is 
one of two stakes campaigners in Imbe- 
si's barn. The other, Natala, a 5-year-old 
daughter of Gentleman Gene, won the 
Girl Powder Handicap at Meadowlands 
in mid-November. 

Imbesi's home base is the 2,000-acre 
Briardale Farm owned by his mother. 
Hazel Imbesi, in Estell Manor (N.J.). 

A major figure in the sport for some 
20 years, the senior Imbesi raced cham¬ 
pion Tosmah and some 15 other stakes 
winners in the name of Briardale Farm. 

■ Among the 2-year-old fillies rising to 
prominence in Florida last fall was New 
Jersey-bred Sortofa Lady (by Lord 
Avie). Bred and raced by Dr. William A. 
Wood, she captured the Ta Wee Stakes 
at Calder on November 18. 

Delaware 

■ "Running boldly on the front end 
for 2^/4 miles while jumping each of the 
17 Colonial Cup fences as if he had 
wings," in the words of Ann Barker, 
covering the race for the Thoroughbred 
Times, William C. Lickle's Victorian Hill 
captured the 21st running of the 
$60,000-guaranteed Marion du Pont 
Scott Colonial Cup Steeplechase Stakes 
on November 18.

Victorian Hill, a 6-year-old gelding 
by Dickens Hill (Ire), was selected as a 
2-year-old by his trainer Janet Elliot on 
Lickle's behalf. He has since started 27 
times, exclusively at hunt meets and 
jumping events at the major tracks, 
gaining nine victories and earning 
$221,133. 

■ The 1990 season at Delaware Park 
showed sizeable increases in atten¬ 
dance and handle and set a record for 
the most betting ever. 

Daily handle was $548,265, an in¬ 
crease of 7 percent over the 1989 figure. 
The gate averaged 3,830, up 3.4 percent 
over the previous year. Total handle for 
150 days of racing was $82,239,827, the 
highest in Delaware Park's 53 years. 

"We believe our long-range market¬ 
ing program of creating a local fan base 
began paying real dividends in 1990," 
commented Delaware Park's general 
manager John E. Mooney. "We are no 
longer dependent on the Philadelphia 
and Baltimore markets, as we were in 
the past. We have a small marketing 
area, about 800,000, which is about five 
times less than our major competition. 
But we are rewarded by the most loyal 
fans in the country." 

A major refurbishing program was 
undertaken at the 500-acre facility last 
season. Roadways, barns and the track 
kitchen were upgraded; the grand¬ 
stand-clubhouse was repainted, and 
new seats were installed in the club¬ 
house.

Sold by Jones as a yearling at Keeneland 
for $8,000 and resold as a 2-year-old for 
$34,000, the colt out of the stakes-win- 
ning mare Tourulla (by Gin Tour) races 
for the Arnold and Clearman partner¬ 
ship. 

■ Emma C. Reynolds is making heart¬ 
warming progress in her efforts to car¬ 
ry on Keystone Stable following the 
death of her husband, David L. Reyn¬ 
olds. 

Located in Saxonburg, in Butler 
County just north of Pittsburgh, Key¬ 
stone was established by Mr. Reynolds, 
a highway construction contractor, 
some 30 years ago. For many years it 
was one of the few Thoroughbred oper¬ 
ations in western Pennsylvania, pro¬ 
viding a full range of services that in¬ 
cluded breeding and foaling mares, 
and breaking young horses. 

Among the good horses cam¬ 
paigned by Keystone over the years 
were Addy Boy and his sons Peppy 
Addy and Steel Curtain, all of whom 
won major stakes. 

With Addy Boy as its foundation 
sire. Keystone Stable achieved consis¬ 
tent success, and the Reynoldses' oper¬ 
ation annually ranked among the lead¬ 
ing breeders in the state through the 
1970s and'80s.

Festive air 
prevails at 
old Marlboro

Baldski's Choice's fondness for old Marlboro is 
making him a legend in his own time. Arnold and 
Sylvia Heft's 7-year-old gelding, trained by John J. (Jer¬ 
ry) Robb, captured the featured $40,000 Marlboro Cup 
for the second year in a row, setting a new track record 
(1:38^5) for the mile—a full five and two-fifth seconds 
faster than the old mark. 

His performance was the highlight of another suc¬ 
cessful meeting for the Prince George's Equestrian 
Center, which conducts two days of pari-mutuel racing 
at the now-defunct Marlboro race track each fall. Fair 
weather and a convivial mood helped boost the total 
mutuel handle for both programs (October 24 and 31) 
to $885,000. A crowd of 9,813 set a modern-day mutuel 
record of $508,281 on October 31. 

A portion of the proceeds goes to benefit the thera¬ 
peutic riding program at Prince George's Equestrian 
Center. The program helps physically, mentally and 
psychologically disabled children and adults. 

"You look around and nobody's sad," commented 
trainer Eddie Gaudet, who saddled Redevette to a 
track record-setting victory in one of the other races. 
"Even the losers are happy." 

Along with his share of Baldski's Choice's winning 
purse, Robb received a $1,500 bonus as the most profi¬ 
cient trainer. Robb had two wins, one second and two 
thirds over both Wednesdays at Marlboro. Tony De 
Silva earned the $1,000 jockey bonus. 

Groom's awards, determined by paddock judge 
Mark Euga, went to Marc Sharp for Full Security on 
October 24 and Mary Ella Morris for Barbara's Cutlass 
on October 31. Each was worth $100. 

Adding to the occasion was announcer Dave John¬ 
son, who called the races with his familiar "And down 
the stretch they come!" Johnson seemed delighted to 
be there. "This puts an element into racing that's lack¬ 
ing at most tracks," he commented. "Fun." □

Obituaries 



Mary Clark 

Mary M. Clark, wife of Hall of Fame 
trainer Henry S. Clark, died in her 
sleep Thanksgiving night at their 
Glengar Farm in Glyndon (Md.). She 
was 84. 

Mrs. Clark, who kept the accounts 
for her husband's training and breed¬ 
ing operation, was known and loved by 
people throughout all phases of the 
horse industry. She fought an energetic 
battle against emphysema for several 
years and remained alert until the end, 
enjoying a hearty turkey meal that her 
husband and son brought her on 
Thanksgiving day from Laurel. 

The former Mary McDonnell, Mrs. 
Clark was born in Altoona, Pa., where 
her father, Blakely McDonnell, a native 
of Catonsville (Md.), owned and oper¬ 
ated a coal mine. 

She attended Mount Aloysius Junior 
College in Altoona and graduated from 
Pennsylvania State Teacher's College. 
She later taught in the Pennsylvania 
school system, where she was involved 
in the development of education pro¬ 
grams for mentally disabled children. 

As a sportswoman in her younger 
years, Mrs. Clark was an accomplished 
tennis player, winning several Pennsyl¬ 
vania state championships. She took 
some pride in being a lifelong Pennsyl¬ 
vania state doubles champion, the tour¬ 
nament she won in the 1930s being the 
last of its kind. 


After marrying Mr. Clark 51 years 
ago and coming to live in Maryland, 
Mrs. Clark immersed herself in the 
horse business. She bred and owned 
Thoroughbreds in her own name, 
some of her most recent success coming 
with stakes winner Bryantown. 

In addition to her husband and son, 
Henry S. Clark III, Mrs. Clark is sur¬ 
vived by a sister, Lizzette DeVries, of 
Stuart, Fla. 

Elizabeth Williams 

Elizabeth Margaret Douglas Wil¬ 
liams, a longtime Maryland horsewo¬ 
man, died on November 12 following a 
long illness. Mrs. Williams, who was 
86, had lived at Broadmead, a retire¬ 
ment community in Sparks (Md.), for 
the past several years. 

The daughter of a copper mining 
and railroad executive, Walter Douglas, 
Mrs. Williams grew up in Arizona, Cal¬ 
ifornia and New York. She came to 
Maryland in the late 1920s in order to 
pursue her interest in foxhunting and 
racing. She and her husband, the late 
Charles Watkins Williams, whom she 
married in 1930, bred, raised and 
trained horses, and prepared yearlings 
for the Saratoga sales for many years. 
Mr. Williams, who died in 1972, helped 
found the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association in 1929 and served as the 
organization's first secretary-treasurer. 

In later years, Mrs. Williams played 
a leading role in many historic and ar¬ 
chitectural preservation projects 
throughout the state. 

Her survivors include a daughter, 
Charlas Williams Wise of Glyndon, 
and a daughter-in-law, Juliana McHen¬ 
ry Thayer Williams of Pepperell, Mass. 
Mrs. Williams's son, Maj. W. Douglas 
Williams, was killed in action in Viet¬ 
nam in 1967. 

Also surviving are two sisters, Ka¬ 
therine D. Douglas of New York and 
Naomi D. Kitchel of Phoenix, Ariz.; a 
brother, Robert L. Douglas of Montreal; 
and five grandchildren.

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Hunter Seat Equitation. George 
H. Morris. Doubleday, N.Y. 1990. 198 
pp., illus. $24.95, hardcover. 

When there exists the combination 
of exceptional personal skill, a love of 
teaching, an amazing facility for com¬ 
munication, plus a charming sense of 
humor, the scene is set for a legend. In 
the sport of show jumping, George 
Morris is one of those larger-than-life 
figures. 

Add to all this an ability to translate 
those qualities into the written word, 
and Doubleday has come up with the 
third edition of George Morris' splen¬ 
did how-to manual entitled simply 
Hunter Seat Equitation. 

Morris underscores his wealth of 
knowledge at the most fundamental 
level: his own experience. The youn¬ 
gest rider ever to win the ASPCA 
Maclay and the AHSA medal finals as 
well as a member of the 1959 Pan Amer¬ 
ican Games gold medal team and the 
1960 Rome Olympics silver medalists, 
Morris has learned to do by doing— 
along with the help of some pretty 
good instructors, he says, such as Gor¬ 
don Wright (another legend) and 
Bertalan de Nemethy of Olympic 
coaching acclaim. 

Now based at Hunterdon in Pitts- 
town, N.J., Morris himself has trained 
America's finest show ring riders—the 
likes of Katie Monahan Prudent, Con¬ 
rad Homfeld, Melanie Smith and Anne 
Kursinski. 

In Hunter Seat Equitation, Morris 
states his reason for the book in the first 
sentence: "My intention in writing this 
book has been to put down on paper a 
systematic, practical method of learn¬ 
ing to ride the hunter seat." 

The hunter seat, Morris empha¬ 
sizes, is the foundation for any and all 
types of riding. Hunter seat is the "clas¬ 
sical" style suitable for the development 
of every discipline. 

'"Basics are basics, and I stand fast by 
the principles I was taught 30 years ago 


simply because they work ... In other 
words, while the principles and basics 
have stayed the same, we've elaborated 
on them, made them clearer and more 
specific, and made the finer points 
more graphic than they were before." 

The need for polishing those finer 
points is evident even at the local level. 
Riders and horses today are far better 
trained and technical than ever before. 
Any shortcuts, Morris tells us, are soon 
exposed by inferior performance—and 
no ribbons. 

Morris is also committed to the 
premise that riders can always do bet¬ 
ter. Reading about other riders' or 
trainers' methods is one of the tools 
available for facilitating improvement. 

Morris' understanding and in- 
depth analysis—in clear and concise 
text which, with study, the average rid¬ 
er can comprehend—are ample reason 
for an updated 1990 edition, nearly 20 
years after the first (1971). 

One of the master's former students, 
Olympic gold medalist Conrad Hom¬ 
feld, calls Morris the Vince Lombardi of 
riding coaches. "What he gives you," 
explains Homfeld, "is a way of life that 
demands hard work, discipline, suc¬ 
cess, and an unwavering belief in 
sound principles." 

In Hunter Seat Equitation, George 
Morris also gives you his play book.

Once again I am impressed with the 
books on horse care coming from Brit¬ 


ish individuals and groups such as the 
British Horse Society. No doubt this is 
because the horse in the U.K. is as fa¬ 
miliar to the average man-in-the-street 
as baseball is in America. 

The three newest from B.H.S. {The 
Foot and Shoeing, Hunting and 
Gymkhanas and Rally Games) are cases in 
point: clean, neat, simple and accurate; 
thoroughly practical and meant to in¬ 
form without any glitz or hype or fa¬ 
mous name attached. 

The Foot and Shoeing is the best of the 
lot for American readers. It opens with 
a fascinating chapter on the evolution 
of the horse which takes us quickly 
from the "first horse," with "four 
clawed toes on the forefeet and three 
behind," to the initial domesticated va¬ 
riety (c. 12,000 B.C.) to the shoeing of 
horses by the Assyrians and Hittites (c. 
450 B.C.). 

The structure of the foot is described 
along with its functional requirements 
and its relationship to the leg in terms 
of soundness. For example, "a pigeon- 
toed stance places uneven wear on the 
joints. This can give rise to osteoar¬ 
thritis, sidebones and articular wind- 
galls." 

Hunting is completely basic, de¬ 
signed to be read by those new to the 
sport, especially children. The grand 
photographs, however (including U.S. 
packs at Midland, Ga., and Brandywine, 
Pa.), are worth the purchase price. 

The text itself consists of grass-roots 
descriptions of the organization of a 
hunt club, types of hounds and hound 
shows, foxhunting horses, and the ex¬ 
pected turnout, dress and hunting eti¬ 
quette. 

A glossary of hunting terms com¬ 
pletes the manual. 

Gymkhanas and Rally Games concerns 
competitions for children, but is writ¬ 
ten for their instructors. Chapters in¬ 
clude "Organizing a Gymkhana," 
"Training Pony and Rider" and "Public 
Liability and Insurance."

LOOKING BACK 


50 Years Ago... 

■ An article on 'Toints of the Horse" 
was prefaced with some information 
on its source, the British journal Horse 
and Hound, "which, though its editor 
and publisher, with his family, was 
killed when his house was bombed, 
and though its offices were 
demolished in another air raid, has 
never missed a publication date." 

■ Some $60,000 was allocated for 
alterations to Timonium, including 
"widening the track in the home 
stretch, construction of a chute, 
building at least one new barn and 
moving the tote board inside the 
'chasing course." 

■ On the cover was a pastel drawing 
of the timber horse/foxhunter 
Espadin, done by 15-year-old Amelia 
Fisher as a Christmas gift for his 


owner, Elizabeth C. Buck. The artist 
was the daughter of MHBA president 
Janon Fisher Jr. 

■ Sylvester W. Labrot Jr. of Holly 
Beach Farm at Annapolis obtained an 
option to buy the historic Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans, "thus 
saving the course from subdivision 
into a housing area." Labrot planned 
to put on a winter meeting which was 
expected to attract many local 
horsemen. 

■ Commented editor Humphrey S. 
Finney on the 1936 Epsom Derby 
winner, who had been imported to 
stand in Kentucky after a brief stud 
career in his native England: "This is 
a bloodlike horse of great quality, cast 
in a somewhat larger mold than his 
sire, ’^Blenheim II. Speed would 
appear, from his conformation, to be 
’^Mahmoud's forte. He should succeed 
here." 


30 Years Ago... 

■ A special committee appointed by 
the Legislative Council after the 1960 
session of the Maryland General 
Assembly to "diagnose the ills of state 
racing and present a prospectus" 
made its report. Among the 
recommendations of the Rasin 
committee, so-called because its 
chairman was George B. Rasin Jr. 
(D-Kent), was the establishment of a 
Maryland-bred purse fund, "as a 
further means of increasing purses 
and consequently the quality of 
Maryland racing, as well as to revive 
the Maryland Thoroughbred breeding 
industry." 

■ Alfred G. Vanderbilt clearly 
followed form in selecting clever and 
appropriate names for his 2-year-olds.

10 Years Ago... 

■ Profiled were Jerry Hoffberger and 
Kim Firestone, both of whom had 
made major investments in real estate 
and livestock with the intention of 
establishing first-class Thoroughbred 
operations. Hoffberger, who appeared 
on the magazine's cover, had brought 
champion Run the Gantlet back from 
Ireland to stand at Sunset Hill, 
formerly Edgar M. Lucas's Helmore 
Farm, in Woodbine. Firestone, on the 
other hand, was developing 
Glenstone Farm near Middletown 
from scratch and offered the young 
stallion Moleolus at stud. 

■ Maryland horses and people were 
prominent in the Eclipse awards 
lineup for 1980. Horse of the year 
Spectacular Bid, owned by the 


Hawksworth Farm of Harry, Teresa 
and Tom Meyerhoff, was conditioned 
by Bud Delp, who received the 
trainer's Eclipse. Ryehill Farm's 
homebred Heavenly Cause took the 
2-year-old filly award and two other 
champions were sired by Maryland 
stallions: 2-year-old colt Lord Avie by 
Lord Gaylord and older mare 
Glorious Song by Halo. Also honored 
was Laurel's John Schapiro, who 
earned a prestigious Eclipse award of 
merit for his pioneering efforts on 
behalf of international competition. 

■ Unofficial leader of a growing horse 
community near Easton on the 
Eastern Shore was Gurney Thompson 
of Roslyn Farm. Among the neophyte 
Thoroughbred breeders being advised 
by the veteran were Jan Taylor, 
Caroline Benson and Hap Hawkins. 

■ "After a lifetime in the fast lane,

overdrive" began a story on the 
Howard County horsewoman who 
was enjoying great success on the 
race track with The Very One. Mrs.

Editorial 


Convenience: A Marketing Tool 
for Racing 


From the perspective of a single industry, e.g.. Thoroughbred 
racing, the economy is changing continuously and imperceptibly in 
response to factors and trends that are difficult to identify and 
whose full effects are virtually impossible to anticipate. As no mar¬ 
ket share is ever secure over time, it is imperative that all industries 
and firms strive unceasingly both to maintain old markets and to 
build new ones. 

For Thoroughbred race tracks, the nature of those tasks is 
straightforward—look for new ways to make the sport of racing a) 
more compelling and b) more convenient, compared to other enter¬ 
tainment or gaming pastimes. Unfortunately, marketing ideas for 
racing are often subject to regulatory approval or a need for new 
laws, which helps to explain why horse racing is rarely as responsive 
as most other consumer industries. 

The issue of off-track betting (OTB), or satellite simulcast wa¬ 
gering, is a case in point. Decades after Maryland began allowing 
regulated banks to reach and serve new customers in suburban and 
rural areas through branch-banking facilities, racing is still pre¬ 
vented from doing anything similar. Regardless of how sensible OTB 
might seem from a marketing standpoint, it's prohibited in practice 
without new legislation. 

In this area, Maryland, by tradition an innovative leader 
among major Thoroughbred states, is lagging behind California, 
Florida, Illinois, Louisiana, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania 
and Washington, all of which already permit OTB and are benefit- 
ting from an expanded market base for their racing. This market not 
only improves racing, an important "major-league" sport, it drives 
an attractive component of agriculture. 

Clearly, racing is operating in a changing environment. For 
Maryland to maintain its position among the nation's leaders in both 
racing and breeding, it is absolutely essential that Laurel and Pimlico 
be allowed to provide the convenience of off-track facilities to fans 
around the state. We ask the Maryland legislature to provide us the 
opportunity to market our product in the way that trends and tech¬ 
nology dictate.
